Have a Grand Parade.

A Visit Made to Various Shops, but No 
Violence Offered the Men at Work— 
The Police Under Arms—The Strikers 
Threaten to Cloge the Shops To- 
Morrow —The Chicago Street Car 
Strike Amicably Settled. 


Cunvetaun, Ono. July 6.—A heavy detail of 
police was sent into the Eighteenth Ward early 
this morning to quell the strikers if it became 
necessary. There was no trouble whatever and no 
demonstration until afternoon to-day. The strik- 
ers then assembled in the Fourteenth Ward, ele- 
vated a red flag and started for the mille in New- 
burgh, which they surrounded. On arriving they 
made a great deal of noise but did not offer to do 
any damage to lifeor property. The police are 
prepared to move on the mob at once, if it becomes 
turbulent. 

THE POLION READY. 

As the city clocks strugk six this morning two 
large buses belonging to the Cleveland Transfer 
Company drove up to the Central Police Station. 


Soon after thirty-five uniformed policemen with 


their belts and clubs filed out and took their places 
in one of the wagons. They were driven rapidly to 
the Second Precinct Station where thirty-five more 
officers were in waiting. They then disembarked 
aud assembled in the station, where Capt. O' Hohen, 
who was in command, mformed them of their 
duties for the day. Capt. Hohen then went to the 
Union Steel screw Works on Case avenue. Super- 
intendent Bidwell and Capt. Hohen held a consul- 
tation t the status of affairs. No strikers were 
present, nor was there any disturbance of any kind. 
The employes were somewhat backward in going 
to work, but on being assured they would be pro- 
tected they readily acquiesced. The girls all re- 


turned

but the men were somewhat more dilatory and 
considerable urging was necessary. At precisely 
7 o'clock the engine was started and in a few min- 
utes all was moving along as before the compul- 
sory stoppage. The Chisholm Shovel Works and 
the H. P. Nail Company did not start up, as the 
employes were afraid that violence would be of- 
fered to them. Three stalwart patrolmen guarded 
the place but beyond dispersing a crowd of 
ubiquitous small boys they bad nothing to do. At 
11 o'clock the police were still resting on their arms 
in the secoed precinct. Deputy McMahon relieved 
Capt. Hohen at 9:30 and the captain returned to the 
Central to take charge of the men at that station. 
The entire police force of the city are under orders, 
and should an outbreak occur they will be hurried 
to the scene in short order. The military authori- 
ties have been consulted, but thus far no orders 
have been issued, nor will there be unless affairs 
assume a much more threatening attitude than at 


present. 
THREATEN TROUBLE TO-MORROW. 


J. W. Churchill, who is putting down a gas well 
for the Rolling Mill Company, and who hasafew 
men in his employ, called on Superintendent 
Schmitt this forenoon. He said his men, who are 
paid 83 50 per day, had been forced to quit work 
by the strikers, When he remonstrated with the 
strikers he was told to go about his business or he 
would get hurt.

An Outbreak Feared. 

CLEVELAND, July 8.—At 8o'clock this afternoon 
the strikers were quiet and were devoting ali their 
energies to the meeting to be held to-night. The 
police still fear an outbreak and are waiting for 
it. 


Bay City Strikers Violent. 

Bay Crry, Mica., July 8.—The mill strikers are 
stronger to-day. At Rust's mill a conflict took 
place between the strikers and officers, clubs being 
freely used. Two men were arrested and 
jailed, both of them Polanders. A 
crowd is now around the station house 
demanding the release of the prisoners, which is 
refused. Every mill on the river has hut down. 
Most of them did so of their oon accord. The 
owners say that it will be closed for a month or 
until the trouble is over. The excitement seems 
greater to-day than at any time since the strike 
commenced. No serious injury has been done to 
any person thus far. and most of the strikers seem 
favorable to law and order.

Tu street railroad strike in Chicago has 


deen settled on terms which show that it was 
at bottom, only a struggle over the mght of the 
men to belong to a Conductors’ and Drivers’ 
Association which they had organized. Claim- 
ing that sixteen members had been discharged 
for no fault but their activity in forming and 
maintaining this ofganization, the employes 
all quit work, and by riotous demonstrations 
undertook to prevent the running of the cars 
by new men. In this unlawful course they 
had the sympathy and support of so large a 
part of the people, that such protection as the 
police power could afford did not enable the 
company to triumph over the difficulties of the 
situation. It was possible to run cars guarded 
by policemen, but this formal vindication of 
the law kept passengers out of the cars and 
practically destroyed the company’s business 
as long as the trouble lasted. At last, in 
obedience to public clamor, the President of 
the Company offered to reinstate the dis- 
charged men, ifthe others would go to work 
on the understanding, that nobody was to be 
discharged for merely belonging to the As- 
sociation, and that the question whether or not 
there. was other cause for discharging any of 
the sixteen should be submitted to disinterested 
arbitration. _ 2 . 


By the transfer of cases fromthe State to 
the Federal Courts a number of criminals in 
various sections of the country have escaped 
punishment through technicalities which could 
not have shielded them in the State courts. 
The idea that laws for the protection of negroes 
or for the protection of the ballot box would 
be defeated by political prejudice in the State 
courts and would be sternly enforced in the 
Federal courts alone, has saved many a mur- 
derer from the gallows, and not a few election- 
return forgers and ballot-box stuffers from the 
Penitentiary. An undue straining of Federal 
court jurisdiction has seemed to result in the 
opening of so many technical loopholes 
that the transfer of criminal cases 
to that jurisdiction has defeated justice 
in many plain cases of guilt.

Trousers or Pantaloons. 
From the Uhicago Herald. 

The etymology of neither word helps very much. 
Webster says: In the United States the original 
word trousers is almost laid aside, the term being 
applied only to the loose garment of sailors or 
laborers, while pantaloons is used in all other cases. 
The English adhere to the old term, in respect 
equally to the dress of gentlemen and all others, 
making much less use of the word pantaloons in 
speaking of this part of the dress.“ The definition 
given of trousers is a loose garment worn by males 
males of the human species is, of course, meant 
—extending from the waist to the knee, or to the 
ankle, and covering the lower limbs. If one wants 
to be a carper, the definition might be repudiated, 
since it describes this garment as loose. Trousers 
is given as its synonym. The origin of pantaloon 
is said in Webster to be Italian, from a masked 
character in comedy who wore breeches and stock- 
ings that were all of one piece. The term panta- 
loon, Which passes from Italian into French, and 
from French into English, is said to be derived from 
Paotaleone, the patron saint of Venice; a baptismal 
name common in Italy, and derived from the 
Greek, meaning all lion.“ 80 far Webster, in 
which the word trousers is taken from the French 
word, meaning to truss. 

But all authorities do not agree about pantaloon. 
Archbishop Trent says “Our pantaloons are from 
Saint Pantaleone; he was the patron salut of the 
Venetians, who therefore very commonly received 
Pantaleon as their Christian name; it was from 
them transferred toa garmeat which they much 
affected." But another eminent anthority defines 
pantaloon“ as a feeble-minded old man—Shakes- 
peare's lean and slippered Pantaloon—“ the cully of 
the clown, whom he aids and abets in all his knav- 
ery. The word is derived from the dress he used 
to wear, panu talon, a loose suit down to thé heals.” 
Byron says the character of Pautaleoné meant 
“Planter of the Lion,” the Venetians being planters 
of the Lion of Saint Mark, and he derives the En- 
glish word from Piantaleone. Father Prout, hav- 
ing confessed ignorance relative to pantomime— 
does anybody know why so many people say pan- 
tomine? -a writer in Fraser in 1846 addressed a 
letter to him in which pantaloon is discussed. The 
writer affirms that it is of Venetian origin, follow- 
ing Byron in defining it as piantaleone—“ he 
planted the lilon“ the designation of a standard- 
bearer, the lion being the symbol of Venice. But 
he adds that nothing ean be made out ot this 
etymology. “Why should a standard-bearer be 
chosen asatype of old men, the heavy fathers of 
the drama? True itis that the tight red hose and 
yellow slippers of Pantaloon are also those of the 
standard-bearer: but the question remains un- 
answered.” Then he offers a plausible suggestion. 
“The tightred hose aud yellow slippers became 
the costume of the Venetian merchants. When 
these were superseded by the full flowing garment, 
the change was only adopted by the young. The 
old men continued to wear the old costume.” That 
explains Shakespeare's use of the word; but it does 
not literally account for the garment under discus- 
sion. Still vagueris the scientific remark of Ar. 
George H. Darwin in the Development of Dress. 
He says: We find an intermediate stage between 
trousers and breeches in the pantaioon, in which 
the knee buttons of the breeches have walked down 
to the ankle. 

If'etymology and history fail to decide the ques- 
tion in favor of pantaloon, still less do they lend 
countenance to trousers. The garment men wear 
to-day is not the garment a page wears, for in- 
stance, and a page wears that which perfectly an- 
swers to the French verb to truss. But how about 
the secorid test, the general use of the word panta- 
loon to describe the garment? Itis not only the 
word employed ali but universally in the United 
States, itis the word employed in nearly all other 
countries to designate the same thing. ‘“Unos 
pantalones” it is in Spain, pantalon“ it is in 
France, pantalon“ itis Germany. The world, ex- 
cept a portion of one island, adopts pantaloon. The 
United States is pantaloon. The English may stick 
to trousers as long as they choose. But the word 
pantaloon is all right. Stick to it. There is no 
more reason for using trousers wheo you mean 
pantaloon than for swearing be jawv, ye knaw.

There is no authority to make the leases these 
men bave obtained but Congress; but the legisla- 
tive power has been carefully avoided and ignored 
in their procurement. Even were they regular in 
form there could be no countenancing 4 lease like

—for a merely nominal annual reutal. The una u- 
thorized and illegal operations of which these 
fraudulent leases are the result should be at once 
disavowed by the Interior Department, and every 
precaution should be taken not only to restore to 
the Indians the lands of which they have been de- 
frauded, but also to prevent by lasting and effectu- 
al means any possible recurrence of such macnifi- 
cent larceny and conversion.

Assessment by the Board of Dquali-

Figures — Railroads Which Dodge 
$850 Tax Por Mile--A. Bad, Showing 
For the State.

Yesterday the assessment of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad was examined, and it was shown that at 
a moderate estimate $14,000,000 worth of that 
property entirely escaped taxation. Jay Gould 
bas not been less fortunate with his other proper- 
ties in Missouri. He has been greatly encouraged 
in his enterprises by the liberality of the Board of 
Equalization... How much he and the ether stock- 
holders have profited and how much the State of 
Missouri has lost by the under assessment of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern, and of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railways will be found 
below, Broadly stated $13,000,000 worth of the prop- 
erty of these roads has been withdrawn from taxa- 
tion by the equalizers. 

Taking first the report made tothe stockholders 
by Mr. R. S. Hayes, the first vice president, we find 
that the Iron Mountain is in excellent financial con- 
dition, Its earnings for 1884 were $7,451,897 29. Its 
operating expenses $3,987,203 24. After paying ac- 
crued interest on its bonds to the amount of $2,206,- 
654 35, and afterall the other expenses were dis- 
posed of, it still placed $1,684,952 28 to the right side 
of its income account. The cost of the road and 
equipment were stated to be $58,521,68901. The 
capital stock and funded debt are together $57,564, - 
782 91, 

Tue M., K. & T. in the same period earned $7,317,- 
250 91. Its operating expenses were 84. 
847,246 49. It paid 82.439.617 65 and 
netted an income of 83.910.788 78. The 
cost of the road, etc., is put at 566.47, 085 40. The 
capital stock, common and preferred, and the 
funded debt, zive a total of $88,071,861 49. The 
total mileage of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Seuthern, including side track, is 1,142 miles. The 
total mileage of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas is 
1,530 miles. A few very simple calculations based 
upon these figures will give the following results.

All * this gives us something definite to go upon 
in determining the value of the road. Ifa jury of 
a dozen impartial men were selected and told to fix 
a value upon this property, in all fairness they 
would appraise it more than the highest 
figures givgn above. If a road can carry 
@ burden af $50,000 or $57,000, and pay operating 
besides, it is worth more than the figures 
7 ven. Atair appraisement would certainly select 
the higher price. It will be borne in mind by the 
reader that the table given above is calculateq apon 
the whole mileage of the roads, not mere that 
contained in Missouri, and, as the portion in Mis- 
souri is in a richer and more populous country than 
that without the bounds of this State, the average 
per mile should be much higher. 
THE FIGURES IN THE CASE. 

There are, however, other sources of information 
open tous. The report éf the Railroad Commis- 
sioners and the report of the State Board of Equal- 
ization give the data from which the following 
table has been constructed, Slight discrepancies 
will be found in the results, as these’two bodies have 
fieured from a different mileage basis. These dis- 
erepancies are small, however, and work both ways, 
go that they neutralize each other, and have no 
bearing upon th the argument. .

If 
the ity of St. Louis were assessed in the same way 
itwould mean that our assessment of $190,000,000 rep- 
reseuted property here to the value of $1,86 0,000,000. 
It would mean that every man, woman and chlid in 
thie city, ifthe property were divided, would be 
entitled to $2,600 a piece. It would mean that the 
farmer's horse assessed at $30 was really worth 
$200. It would show that u sewing girl’s machine 
assessed at 80 was worth $40. 
This is é@qualization. Favored railroad 
corporations are equalised so that they pay taxes 
on fifteen per cent of their property. The farmer in 
the State and the mechanic in the clty pay the taxes 
lifted from the shoulders of the railroads. The 
whole meaning of equalization has been perverted 
in this work, and a more unfair, a more unequal 
Assessment could hardly be made. Look at the 


facts. . 
WHAT THE STATS LOSES. 

Mr. Jay Gould's two roads, the Iron Mountain 
and the M., K. & T., pay no taxes on thirteen 
millions of property upon which they should 
pay taxes. Tuat means that the State, 
throngh the work of this board of alleted equaliza- 
tion, collects from these two goads $52,000 a year 
less than it should collect from them. Aud that is 
not the worst of it; the assessment that is made 
for the State and county must be the same. Hence 
these two roads evade paying county and sohool 
taxes on $13,000,000 of taxable property. Taking a 
very low rate for the whole tax for all purposes—it 
differs, of course, in every county—and say that 
81 50 on the $100 is the tax evaded, in all $195,000 
taxes is not paid by the Iron Mountain aad M., X. 
& T., which should be paid by them, and which it 
it is unjust and unfair that they do 
not pay. Unjustand unfair and unequal, because 
when the Board of Equalization set about its work, 
it could only favor these corporations by lowering 
their assessments, it could not wipe out, as readily, 
the needs of the State. The $195,000 which these 
two railroads do not pay is paid by the farmers, 
the mechanics and the business men, in addition to 
their own proper burden.. The load is taken off 
the shoulders of Mr. Jay Gould, where it belongs, 
and put upon those who have paid their honest 
share of the expense of government. 

TAX EVASION. 

To make the matter more apparent, we must 
come back to statistics again. Taking the unit of 
railway measuremeht, the mile. and going through 
the records, we find the following facts:

Through 
the foolish and unfair equalization which has been 
accomplished in the face of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners’ report, each mile of these roads has suc- 
ceeded in escaping three times as much taxation as 
it pays. The Iron Mountain Road is assessed less 
than one-seventh of ite real value. The Missouri, 

Kansas aad Texas Road is assessed less than one- 

eighth of its real value. How many farmers,

The Missouri Pacific dodges the tax on $14,000,000 
of property, the Iron Mountain on 39,000. 000. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas on $4,000,000. In all 
this system evades the tax on $27,000,000 which the 
Railroad Commissioners report, and which the 
Board of Equalization has generously refused to 
count. Mr. Gould and bis associates are under obli- 
gations to the members of the Board for a saving 
of fully $405,000 a year, and more. There are very 
few other of Mr, Gould's employes who can make 
as good a showing. 

Other railroads will receive their share of atten- 
tion hereafter.

A Wide-Awake Crook Gets Away From 
a Sleepy Marshal—Another Escape 
Prevented by a Detective—The Pen 
Bars Bent to Effect an Exit—Details 
of the Escape. 


At 9:80 this morning, Mr. Jimmy Spalding, the 
Coroner's clerk, entered the Police Court then in 
Session, and informed the marshals that one of 
their prisoners had just escaped from the bull-pen, 
the barred and guarded room adjoining the Police 

Court in which the prisoners are held pending the 
trial of their cases. The announcement was a 
startling one and caused the marshals in charge of 
the court to raise their eyebrows 
in genuine astonishment, and there is no doubt 
that they would have begun an early inquiry iuto 
the matter and instituted a search for the missing 
prisoner within a quarter of an hour or so had not 
Detective Billy Desmond, who bappened to hear 
Spalding's remark, made a rush forthe pen and 


entered it just in time to prevent a second escape. 
From a hole in the grated window opening from 
the peu into the courtyard on the Jaii’s northeast 
corner, a pair of wriggling legs were banging 
which would have disappeared in another 
moment but that Desmond clasped one of 
them and with the remark, “come back bere” 

him back. The fellow proved to be Con. 

‘oley, a well-known thief, arrested on a charge of 
disturbing the peace and resisting a police o r 
but whose record includes a term in the Missouri 
Penitentiary for grand larceny, and who is weil 
remembered by the police as the partner, five years 
ago, of Mike Coffee, whowas killed by Officers 
Burke and Henley. Like all old hands at such 
business, Foley submitted to the inevitable grace-

Since 
then he was arrested several times for tapping 
tilis, and yesterday Sergeante Burke ran him in 
for associating with thieves. On account of 

Sergeant Burke's sickness, the cases against both 
Dean and Foley were continued, and there is no 
doubt they considered that this was ominous action 
and decided that a break for liberty was in order. 
Shortly after the occurrence Foley was brought 
into.court, fined $50 and given three hours ia which 
to leave the city. 

We police are making vigorous efforts to recapt- 
ure Dean, and expect io have him before sunset. 
In the meantime the Coroner's office has been 
officially thanked for informing the Police Court 
marshals of the escape of the prisoner, and po- 
litely requested to go on in the good work in future.

AN ASSIGNED ESTATE. 


Heirs of an Assignor Claiming a Waste of 
Assets. 

Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision sustain- 
ing a demurrer in the case of Murdock etal. 
against John G. Priest. This was an action upon 
an assignor's bond, brought by heirs-at-law of the 
assignor, The plaintiffs averred that the assets had 
been wasted and that none of the creditors of the 
assignor proved their claims against his estate and 
the time for so proving had expired. The Court 
construes this asagainst the assigned estate. If 
the creditors failed to prove their claims against 
the assigned estate they never become entitled to 
any dividends out of the same and cannot be heard 
to complain of any waste of assets, because it did 
them no harm. 

The bill, however, does not show any right in the 
heirs-at-iaw to maintain the suit. An assignee 
holds assigned property upon trust to pay creditors 
and accountto the assignor for any surplus that 
may remain after the payment of debts and ex- 

uses of administration. if it be conceded under

count to the assignor or his representatives for the 
entire assigned estate because creditors did not 
prove their claims, yet upon principle it would 
seem clear that the eg of action upon tie

John A. Scudder Refuses to Answer 
a Question This Morning, 


un. 


And is Immediately and Constructively 
Made a Jail Bird—A Curious Turn in 
the Ames-Scudder Litigation—The 
Point in Dispute. 


One of the numerous suits between Mra. Luey V. 
Semple Ames and John A. and William H. Scudder 
took a very sensational turn today, which 
resulted in the commitment of Mr. John A. 
Seudder to jail for contempt of court, by Referee 
Arba N. Crane before whom evidence was being 
taken. Mr. Scudder is now constructivély a prison- 
er in the custody of the Sheriff. The case is the 
oldest one of the Ames-Scudder litigation and was 
brought in 1872 by Mrs. Ames against the Scudders 
as trustees of the estate of Henry Ames to compel 
them to render an account ot their trustee 
ship and to iaquire into the disposition 


Crane, as referee, to inquire to the 
trustees’ accounts, In the month of July, — the 
trustees, William H. Scudder and John A. Scudder, 
sold to Gerard B. Allen 646 shares 
of the Memphis and St. Louis Packet Com- 
pany stock at $85 pershare. Of this amount, the 
proceeds of 145 shares went into the individual ac- 
count of Henry Ames, jr., and the ce of 
585 was charged by the trustees to themselves.

There is on record only one 
authenticated case ofan attempt to sustain life 
without food, and that is furnished by Hierokles, 
he Greek newspaper paragrapher who flourished so 
long B. d. that it is impossible at this late date to 
refer to the files of the Ephemeroi Kronoi for the 
heart-rending details.
